THE SOVIET’S CLAIM 
TO FLEET REJECTED 


Paris, 
January 
28.—The 
soviet 
government’s claim the war fleet oi 
General Wrang«l was denied by form­ 
er Premier Poincare instead of being 
admitted, according to documents ob­ 
tained from the Government archiv­ 
es by a Chamber of Deputies Commit­ 
tee. 
The Wrangel fleet of naval vessels 
has been lying a t Bizerta, Tunis, for 
three years, and Russia recently ask­ 
ed the French Government for the re­ 
turn of the vessels. 
W ran gel’s war­ 
ships took refuge in Bizerta follow­ 
ing the white army’s defeat by 
the 
bolshevist forces. 
The Chamber 
Committee, 
which 
has l>een inquiring into the status of 
the 
Russian 
fleet, 
obtained from 
Premier H erriot 
a 
copy of a tele 
gram from Poincare to M. Tchitch-1 
erin, 
soviet 
foreign 
minister, 
in 
whicit the Premier stated that 
the 
warships were the property of Rus­ 
sia and would be delivered to a reg­ 
ularly recognized Government. 
The committee learned latter that 
there had been 
further correspond­ 
ence and the Government yesterday 
furnished the rest of the documents 
which are said to disclose that Poin­ 
care definitely rejected the soviet’s 
claim. 
In one of the telegrams made pub­ 
lic, the former Premier, in erplain- 
, ing his attitude 
to Tchitcherin stat­ 
ed: 
“ France wroul<l violate her obliga­ 
tions if she delivered the ships to a 
Government that repudiates Russia’s 
engagements”.

that, 
even if confronted by a duly-consti­ 
tuted Ruusrian state, France 
would 
have the right to hold the fleet as se­ 
curity for debts.

Today these documents are un­ 
iformly refused, which means that we 
are denied any information as to the

There is good reason to believe that 
the German military authorities have 
a complete list, brought up to date,

more, than we knew and suspected in

It Is u well known fact that milk Is 
a most excellent feed for all kinds ot 
growing stock because of its proteiD 
ami vitamin content. 
Milk is nature’s 
food and for that reason is a perfect 
food, because it is prepared for the 
young. 
It is rich not only in protein 
and vitamins, us mentioned before, but 
it also carries a comparatively large 
amount 
of mineral constituents—the 
constituents needed for building bone, 
which the young unimal builds very 
rapidly during its early life. 
Drying Processes. 
Drying skim milk and buttermilk by 
ttie processes now employed in no way 
decreases their feeding value. Neither 
does It increase their feeding value, 
hut 
most 
poultry men 
do 
not 
have 
enough skim milk or buttermilk on the 
farm to supply all the protein which 
the layers need for high production. 
In recent years. I However, the butter­ 
milk produced at our large creameries, 
which used to be wasted, has been 
dried and sold in powder form or In the 
semi-solid condition. 
The latter, of 
course, 
contains 
considerably 
more 
moisture. 
Dried buttermilk, In fact, 
contains only about 7.5 per cent of 
moisture 
about the same amount as 
our ordinary well-dried grains. 
For 
that reason It keeps very well, so that 
une can keep a large supply on hand 
Without fear of deterioration. 
Dried buttermilk is comparatively 
high ill price, hut its feeding value is 
also high and can he used to ad­ 
vantage in egg laying rations. 
Here is 
a mash recommended by Iowa State 
college, which contains dried butter­ 
milk: 100 pounds finely ground corn, 
loo pounds finely 
ground oats, 
1U0 
pounds wheat bran, 100 pounds flour 
middlings, 30 pounds dried buttermilk, 
20 pounds bone meal, 50 pounds 00 
per cent tankage, 5 pounds salt.

connection with this mash the college 
recommends 200 pounds shelled corn 
and 100 pounds oats for the scratch 
grain. 
In fact. <hat is the scratch 
grain the college almost always uses 
for Its layer« 
Use More Ground Oat«. 
There are times when wheat bran 
and flour middlings may he relatively 
too high In price to make them eco­

Seriously Hinder Growth if 
Not Controlled. 


Lice are a common source of trouble 
with young stock ar.ii unless kept un­ 
der control .seriously hinder growth. 
Olives infested with lice do not thrive. 
To get rid of lice, the quarters must 
first he thoroughly cleaned and thor­ 
oughly disinfected, every crack and 
corner, with a 5 per cent solution of 
coal-tar dip. 
The •¡live* themselves 
may then he treated by one of the fol­ 
lowing method», all "f which huve 
been used successfully by competent 
herdsmen : 
“o n e of the cheapest and most suc­ 
cessful methods of combating lice is to 
brush raw linseed oil over the Infected 
parts of the calf every few days.”— 
Storrs Agricultural experiment 
S ta­ 
tion Bulletin 96. 
“ Washing the calf thoroughly with 
a 2 to 5 per cent com tar disinfectant, 
such as zenolemn or creolin, is effec­ 
tive. 
The washing should be repeated 
in a week to kill any lice that hatch 
in the interval. 
It washing is done 
in cold weather, the calves must be 
rubbed 
with 
dry 
(laths 
and 
kept 
blanketed until dry 
Illinois Agricul­ 
tural Experiment St it ion Circular 2(12. 
"A good remedy for lice on calve* 
may be made by steeping for four 
hours four ounces of larkspur (del­ 
phinium) in a gallon of boiling water, 
then straining and applying the* liquid 
to tin* affected part-. In winter, if the 
calves are badly infested with lice and 
it is too cold to wash them, pyre thrum 
powder may he used to g<*od advan­ 
tage. 
As a rule, however, lice pow­ 
ders are not as e f f e c t i v e as thoroughly 
washing or dipping the calves with 
some disinfectant." 
Wisconsin Agri­ 
cultural Experiment station Circular 
59. 
"When calves become infested with 
lice, thorough washing of the entire 
body with a coal tar disinfectant, such 
as a 2 or 3 per cent solution of ze- 
noleum. creolin or lysol.ls recommend­ 
ed. 
In the absence of any of these, a 
m ixture of lard, one pound, and kero­ 
sene. one half pint, should be smeared 
on the body. 
It Is well to repeat the 
bath in a week or ten days to kill lice 
which batch in the meantime. 
In cold 
w eather care must he taken to dry the 
CHlve« quickly and thoroughly after 
washing, 
to 
prevent 
chilling.”—Ne­ 
braska State Dairymen’s Association. 


How Neglected Orchards 
Can Be M*ide to Produce 
Neglected and 
run-down orchards 
cpp be restored, in part at least, to 
normal product Ivin css. 
The method 
of restoration will 
vary 
necessarily 
with the condition of the trees and 
the soil. 
As a rule, both the trees 
and the soil need attention, says A. 
K. 
Schllletter. extension horticultur­ 
ist of (Temson college, tu 
a 
recent 
statement telling how neglected o r 
. hards can he made to stage a pro­ 
ductive come-back. 
Where pruning has been neglected, 
the trees are usually full of wood 
which must be thinned out. 
This will 
act as a stimulant to more vigorous 
wood growth and the storing up of 
reserve food for fruit-bud formation. 
The prttning should be done from De­ 
cember to March and should not be 
too severe. 
If a 
large 
number of 
branches has to be removed it Is pref­ 
erable to complete the pruning the 
second year. The * uts should be made 
close to the main branches and 
as 
clean and smooth as possible. 
The land should be plowed as early 
as possible in the spring, but before 
plowing, a heavy dressing 
of 
well- 
rptfed stable maauré should he ap­ 
plied

will gain and thrive almost as well 
as spring pigs on alfalfa pasture If 
protected from ''old and oDease. 
The 
protein 
requirements 
must

This will require one half pound 
of tankage per head per day 
Where 
tankage and alfalfa hay are fed miu 
era. mixtures are not needed. 


More Protection Is of 
Big Importance for Bees 
Bees require more protection in win 
ter than the* modern hive provides 
Honey b**eK do not hibernate but form 
a winter ball or cluster to keep warm 
and comfortable. 
In an exposed mod­ 
ern hive vvlili the air tem perature from 
10 to 20 degrees below zero the bees 
are unable to keep warm. 
Under such conditions 6 to 8 inches 
of dry chaff, leaves, corn husks or saw­ 
dust used for insulation ail around 
and over the hive helps to keep the 
bees warm. 
it is important, also, to muke sure 
that the bees have sufficient winter 
stores, 
if a colony has less than the 
equivalent of six standard combs or 
40 pounds of honey it is safer to give 
the colony some additional combs of 
sealed honey or feed It a gallon or two 
of sugar syrup 


Lime on Gardens 
Moat farm and backyard gardens 
are benefited by an application of lime 
at least once every three years. 
The 
in which this lime is applied 
does not matter greatly. 
It may be 
air «lacked or water slacked or hy­ 
drated or ground or pvmi the ground 
raw limestone rock itself.

sary, and co-operative drives and poi­ 
soning operations arc organized hy the 
representatives of the bureau. 
Effec­ 
tive control 
work 
was done during 
1924 in Colorado, Kansas, North Da­ 
kota. Texas, and Utah. 
Snowshce Big Factor. 
The forest service of the department 
describes 
the damage done 
hy 
the 
snovvshoe rabbit in Minnesota as fol­ 
lows : 
"The snovvshoe rabbit is the one 
principal factor in the loss of a con­ 
siderable number of planted tr«*eR In 
the 
forest 
plantations 
of 
northern 
.Minnesota. 
The abundance of rabbits 
this year (1924) and the dam age they 
are doing are evident to the most cas­ 
ual observer who visits the cut-over 
areas of the region where Doth state 
and federal authorities are endeavor­ 
ing to make denuded forest land again 
productive through extensive planting 
of young times. 
Not only are the tips 
and needles of planted trees eaten hy 
the rodents, but much of the natural 
young growth of pine, spruce, aspen, 
and maple Is cut hack an«l defoliated, 
or if the trees are over 3 feet high, 
harked near the base. 
Of tbe three 
principal species planted 
white pine. 
Norway pine, and white spruce—the 
damage is heaviest in the .white pine 
and least in the spruce. 
All three, 
however, are ««* heavily damaged as 
to cause death in th«* case «»f any of 
the tree* whose tips can he reaclie«l 
above the surface of th«* snow by the 
rabbits. 
If 
is reported that 79 per 
cent of the tree« in one plantation 
vver«* eaten off by the rabbits. 4.’( per 
c«*nt fatally.” 
Co-operative Work Needed. 
Report* of this kind em phasise tbe 
necessity of work against these r«v 
dent* by cooperative effort on the 
part of jtll a fleeted by their destrae* 
tlve habits. 
Campaigns and drives or­ 
ganized by the biological survey serve 
to reduce the number <»f the pests by 
many thousands.

L ater it becomes spot seal, and, 
when finally full colored, harp seal. 


Old-Time Delicacy

United States during the lust three 
months has been tentatively diagnosed 
as fowl diphtheria by scientists at the 
Kansas 
Agricultural 
college. 
Post 
mortem examination showed that most 
poultry so afflicted was badly infested 
with worms. 
Treatm ent 
with 
tobacco dust 
for 
round worms and turpentine and «»live 
oil for tape worms is recoinm«*nded. 
Strict sanitation and plowing up all 
poultry yards help in preventing the 
spread of this pest. 
The 
tobacco 
«lust 
treatm ent 
for 
round worms, when Infestation Is se­ 
vere, is made by boiling one pound of 
tobacco dust In water for two hours 
and then mixing with three quarts of 
mash. 
This is sufficient for 100 birds. 
Follow in a few hours with epsoin 
salts jit the rate of one pound mixed 
In three quarts of mash f«»r each 100 
fowls. 
I). J. Taylor, poultry special­ 
ist at the Kansas Agricultural college, 
states that any tlock will be benefited 
at this time of year by feeding 2 per 
cent of tobacco dust in the mash for 
four weeks. 
F«»r tapeworms the lye treatm ent is 
recommended. 
C«*«*k 
one 
gallon 
of 
wh«>le grain for each 15 birds. 
Cover 
it with water to which has been add«*d 
a small tahlespoonfnl of concentrated 
lye. 
After a 15-hour fast, feed this 
mixture to the fowls and provide plen­ 
ty of water. 
The treatm ent may be 
repeated In 24 hours if thought n«*cea- 
sn ry.

Authorities «fate that 2(4 
tons of pumpkins are equal to on«* ton 
of corn silage. 
About the only way 
of getting at the value ««f corn silage 
Is by figuring its actual cost ami this 
varies a great deal. 
Data kept in 
Illinois indicated that a t«»n of silage 
costs about $3.80. 
With concentrates 
at $20 per t«»n ami legume hay at $14 
per- ton, good silage 1*, worth about 
$6.50 per ton. 
Therefore, if It takes 
2(4 t«*ns of pumpkins to equal «me ton 
of «*orn silage and It Is worth $6.50, 
pumpkins would be worth less than 
half that amount.

28.— The 
soviet 
governm ent’s claim the w ar fleet of 
General W rangel was denied by form ­ 
er Prem ier Poincare instead of being 
adm itted, according to docum ents ob­ 
tained from the Government archiv­ 
es by a Cham ber of Deputies Com m it­ 
tee. 
The W rangel fleet of naval vessels 
has been lying at Bizerta, Tunis, for 
three years, and Russia recently ask ­ 
ed the French Government for the re ­ 
turn of the vessels. 
W rangel’s w ar­ 
ships took refuge in Bizerta follow­ 
ing the white arm y ’s defeat by 
the 
bolshevist forces. 
The C ham ber 
Committee, 
which 
has been inquiring into the status of

Russian 
fleet, 
obtained from 
Prem ier H erriot 
a 
copy of a tele­ 
gram from Poincare to M. Tchitch- 
erin, 
soviet 
foreign 
minister,

whieb the Prem ier stated that

warships w ere the property of Rus­ 
sia and would be delivered to a reg ­ 
ularly reeognized Government.
